Note Says Nation ‘Treach-

MOSCOW, Nov. 21 (AP)—Russia 
charged today that Iran, by void- 
ing a 1946 agreement granting oil 
concessions to the Soviet Union, 
was guilty of “hostile activity . 
incompatible with normal rela- 
tions between the two nations.” 

A strong note, delivered to Pre- 
mier Ahmed Qavam in Tehran 
yesterday and made public by. the 
Russian press and radio today, 
accused the Iranian government 
of “treacherously violating obliga- 
tions and gross discrimination 
against the U.8S.S.R.” 

The note, described as a “reso- 
lute protest,” declared that Tran | 
must now be responsible for “the, 
consequences of its actions.” 

It was sent as a result of the| 
Iranian parliament’s nullification 
on Oct, 22.0f an agreement signed 
April 4, 1946, by Qavam and Rus- 
sian Ambassador Ivan Sadchikov, 
under which a joint Soviet-Iranian 
oil company would have been 
formed for exploration and exploi- 
tation of oil in northern Iran, 

The. note was in response to a 
message.from Qavam dated Nov. 
5, advising Russia of the parlia- 
ment’s vote voiding the agreement, 

“The Soviet government,” the 
Russian note said, “cannot pass by 
the fact that the decision of the 
majlis (parliament), while British 
concessions in the south of Iran 
are being preserved, is an act of 
rude discrimination against the 
VSAK."

CHICAGO, Nov. 21 (AP)—Carl 
R. Gray Jr., former St. Louis rail- 
way executive who was named 
Veterans’ Administrator by Presi- 


dent Truman today, said that 
“there is still much work to be 
done” on the World War II vet- 
erans insurance plan. 

Gray, 58 years old, vice president 
in charge of public relations for 
the Chicago and North Western 
Railway System, told reporters 
that he expected “to take up the 
insurance problem immediately.” 
Otherwise, Gray said, he has no 
immediate plans until] he has the 
opportunity to examine the situ- 
ation. 

Gray said that the President 
had not made any stipulation re- 
garding his duties but that he 
could not hold two Government 
jobs at the same time. Therefore, 
Gray said he will resign his post 
as chairman of the War Depart- 
ment committee on National 
Guard and reserve problems. He 
added that he also will resign 
from the North Western rather 
than ask for a leave of absence. 

Gray's home now is S8St., Paul, 
Minn. He was born in ichita, 
Kan., and attended Western Mil- 
itary Academy at Alton, IIl., and 
the University of Illinois, where 
he was graduated with a bachelor 
of arts degree in 1911. 

He began his railroad career 
with the St: Louis and San Fran-| 


cisco line in 1911. In the follow- 
ing years he held many positions 
with various railroads, going back 
to the Frisco in 1914-15 as assist- 
ant to the general superintendent. 

In 1916 he became assistant en- 
gineer of the Consolidated Coal 
Co, in Baltimore. 

He rose from captain to major 
in World War I, and from colonel 
to major general in World War II, 
serving in the latter as overseer 
of railway transportation, Allied 
European Theater of War, He is 
a Republican. 

After his service in World War 
I, Gray held executive positions 
with Montgomery Ward and Co.

He returned to railroad man- 
agement activities as head of the 
industrial department of the Chi- 
cago & North Western line. 
Gray is a Baptist’ and a mem- 
ber of Sigma Alpha Epsilon fra- 
ternity.

Flora Gray, was chosen the Amer- 
ican mother of 1987. His father, 
now dead, began as a railroad 
telegrapher and rose to the presi- 
dency of the Union Pacific. The 
elder Gray was superintendent of 
transportation, then successively 
general manager, vice president 
and senior vice president of the

He went 
through the United States Méili- 
tary Academy and served as an 
officer at Army posts and as-in- 
structor at West Point and in the 
Infantry School. At the time of 
the Pearl Harbor attack in De- 
cember 1941 he was a lieutenant- 
colonel on the General Staff. In 
February 1942, he took charge of 
the Eighty-second Infantry Divi- 
sion, 

He married his home town 
sweetheart, Miss Mary Quayle; on 
his graduation from West Point. 
Their daughter, Elizabeth, was 
married to Lt. Harold 8. Beukema 
on a day in 1944 which proved 
to be D-Day plus 2; hence Gen.

The 
day after that, United States Am- 
bassador George V. Allen declared 
that Iranians eould “rest assured 
that the American people will 
support fully their freedom to 
make their own choice.” 

The Majlis passed by vote of 
102 to 2, over Qavam’s protest, a 
resolution nullifying the oil under- 
standing. Under the _ rejected 
agreement, Russia would have 
been allowed to prospect for oil 
in five northern provinces of 
Iran—including Azerbaijan. Any 
oil discoveries would have been 
exploited by a Russian-Iranian 
company in which Russia would 
have controlled 51 per cent of the 
stock for the first 25 years. For 
the next 25 years the Russian in- 
terest would have been 50 per 
cent. The profits would have 
been split 50-50. 

In rejecting the agreement, 
Parliament instructed the Iranian 
Government to undertake oil ex- 
ploration in the north on its own 
and then, in the event oil was 
found, to discuss its sale to Rus- 
sia. In addition, Parliament called 
on the Government to begin talks 
with the Anglo-Iranian Oj) Co., 
which is partly British-owned,

NEW INSECTICIDE 
‘5 TO 25 TIMES’ AS 
POWERFUL AS DDT 


PHILADELPHIA, Nov. 21 (AP) 
—Development of a powerful new 
insecticide, described by a com- 
pany spokesman as “five to 25 
times as’ potent as DDT,” was an- 
nounced last night by the Ameri- 
can Cyanamid Co. 

Dr. Bruce D, Gleissner, a re- 
search entomologist for the com- 
pany, told a press ,conference that 
the degree of potency of the new 
compound—known as Thiophos 
3422—over DDT “depends on the 
type of insect it is used against.” 
“Thiophos 3422 is the most unil- 


formly toxic compound that has 
been developed,” ‘and has a wider 
range of effectivéness than any 
other chemical now in practical 
use, he said, 

Dr. Gleissner said farm prod- 
ucts are not injured by the new 
compound, that it can be used as 
a spray or for dusting and does 
not require special equipment or 
instruction for its use. 

Dr, Gleissner said all such in- 
secticides. are dangerous to human 
beings, but that the danger de- 
pended on the amount used. He 
said he did not believe it would 
be dangerous, in the proportions 
used, to livestock which might 
come in contact with it on plants. 
The organic phosphorous com- 
pound has been tested on all ma- 
jor and most minor crops in over 
40 states, Dr. Gleissner said, and 
will be available to farmers for 
the 1948 planting season. He said 
that work is proceeding on ex- 
periments for its possible use as 
a household pest control. 


NEWSPAPER ADS STILL BEST 
MEDIUM, RETAILERS SAY 


NEW YORK, Nov. 24 (AP)— 
The National Retail Dry Goods 
Association said yesterday its an- 
nual survey of sales promotion ex- 
penses shows that “newspaper ad- 
vertising continues to be regarded 
as the most valuable publicity me- 
dium and absorbed more than half 
the sales promotion budget of de- 
partment and specialty stores in 
1946.” 

“Publicity expenses increased 
considerably in 1946 versus 1945,” 
said Howard P. Abrahams, man- 
ager of the association’s sales pro- 
motion division. “There appears 
to be no slowdown in this trend. A 
spot check of N.R.D.G.A, stores 
reveals that publicity directors ex- 
pect their 1947 costs to sales to be 
even greater than in 1946.” 

Total publicity costs of stores 
doing a volume of $2,000,000 to 
$5,000,000 were 5.01 per cent: in 
1988, 5.10 per cent in 1939, 3.71 
per cent in 1945, and 3.96 per cent 
in 1946, Abrahams said.

Riddle for Our Timés. 


We cannot ignore the fact that 
the airplane’s ultimate effect prob- 
ably will be greater than that of 
any implement in history. How

most riddle of our times, 

I write of this because prior 
to World War II no single nation 
on earth had sought the peace 
or safety of the world in terms 
of the airplane. That it would 
make isolationism an untenable 
political theory was ——. That 
it would become the decisive im- 
plement of foreign policy was not 
recognized by the diplomatic 
world. That it would give fresh 
significance to unpromising areas 
of the earth, such as the Arctic, 
was ridiculed in the highest 
places. 

“Recently, Alaska has been 
much in the news as the stra- 
tegic rampart of American air- 
power. From American skepti- 
cism concerning the significance 
of this area, progress in think- 
ing has been made until pres- 
ently the majority of opinion ad- 
mits the northland to be a new 
interstise between the two great 
ideologies of western democracy 
and Asiatic totalitarianism. 

This American attitude con- 
cerning Alaska is encouraging 
but insufficient. The totalitari- 
an viewpoint that its similar 
northland on the Siberian side 
of the Arctic can be made the 
seat of an expanding civiliza~ 
tion, represents a greater initia- 


tive than our own. This writer 
believes that the free western 
world might lose its life if the 
Soviet challenge in the north- 
land is not met in kind. 


Truly, Alaska has had until re- 
cently an unconquerable remote 
ness. Now, however, we have a 
new implement—the airplane. This 
implement not only can tie Alaska 
into the rest of the continent but 
it can bypass the surface barriers 
which hitherto haye made. the 
vast northwest peninsula wunat- 


tractive, uncohesive and impene- 
trable. — 


If it is pointed out that Alaska, 
which is seeking statehood, never 
will be more than a frontier be- 
cause of the cold, the mountains 
and the swamps, I should like to 
cite historic examples to challenge 
that idea. 

I hold to the premise that if the 
implement and the incentive are 
present, any area of the earth can 
be salvaged to desired human util+ 
ity. Holland, for example, is a 
nation built on land almost totally 
salvaged from the sea and the 
marsh.

If Alaska be 
thought of as barren, what of Ice- 
land, where Scandinavian civiliza- 
tion reached its highest political 
and literary level?

For an Air Safety Board 


As a result of the series of disastrous airliner 
crashes this year, determined efforts are under 
way to recreate the independent Air Satety 
Board in the regular session of Congress which 
meets in January. During the 17 months of the 
board's existence in 1939 and 1940, there was not 
one fatality on scheduled domestic airline opera- 
tions. 

Under the present system, the Civil Aero- 
nautics Board deals with economic aspects of 
aviation, makes safety rules; establishes rates 
and investigates accidents. However, its enforce- 
ment arm, the badly understaffed Civil Aero- , 
nautics Administration, also joins in on accident 
investigations, in addition to inspecting all kinds 
of aircraft, main airways, and tackling 
many other tasks. Since CAB makes safety 
rules, and CAA inspects planes and maintains 
the airways, it is evident neither body can con- 
duct an impartial inquiry in an airline crash. 
There also has been a pronounced lack of har- 
mony between these two agencies. 

Last year, following investigations into the 
fatal crash of one Constellation airliner and a 
successful crash landing ‘of another (both caused 
by fires), the CAB denounced the CAA, charging 
it had permitted defects in the plane “to persist 
over a long period of time. After the DC-6 crash 
with 52 casualties in Utah last month, James M. 
Landis, CAB chairman, was asked if he thought 
certain criticisms of the DC-6 represented asper- 
sions on officials who approve certification of 
new planes, 

According to Aviation Week, “Landis an- 
swered ‘I do,’ and said that if he had been in 
charge of certificating the DC-6 he would have 
looked into the engineer’s charges before ap- 
proving the plane. He pointed out that certifi- 
cation of new planes was the function of the 
CAA.” ° 

The latest evidence of the discord between 
the CAA and the CAB is to be found in the 
CAB report on the West Virginia crash of last 
June 13 in which 50 persons died. The story 
carried in the Post-Dispatch yesterday on this 
report also reveals that the CAB itself was not 
entitely blameless. 

Proponents of the Air Safety Board point out 
that the CAB has not a single member who is an 
aviation expert or technician. One of its mem- 
bers, Josh Lee, a former Senator from Okla- 
homa who always voted right down the line for 
the New Deal, is about the best example of a 
“lame duck” to be found floating serenely about 
on any pond in the United States. 

In strong. contrast to Josh Lee is Representa- 
tive Carl Hinshaw of California who will intro- 
duce a bill for the Air Safety Board in January. 
It is a gross shame that no man with Hinshaw’s 
qualifications is on the CAB. The New York 
Times, in referring to him last winter, wrote: 
“One of the keenest inquisitors in the congres- 
sional investigations is Hinshaw. He knows what 
the aeronautical scientists and pilots are talking 
about when they testify, being an engineer, a 
member of the Institute of Aeronautical Sci- 
ences and a member of the committee which 
investigated aircraft accidents in 7940, 1941 and 
1942. His colleagues rely on him for the deeply 
technical stuff.” 

The fact that the bill nas the support of the 
Air Lines Pilots Association, which includes 97 
per cent of the commercial pilots and co-pilots 
in its membership, is another strong factor. In 
the words of the Associatior’s president, David 
L. Behncke: “For thinking people there is but 
one answer—re-establish the watchdog of air ~ 
safety, the former independent Air Safety 
Board.” These words are heavily reinforced by | 
Gill Robb Wilson, well-known aviation writer, 
who said last winter, “The air lines cannot put 
the heat on the CAB or the CAA because they 
are the recipients of favors by these agencies. 
The federal aviation agencies cannot put the heat 
on Congress because they are the creature of 
Congress. Therefore we have a vicious circle 
and not until the public breaks enough of its 
own necks to get mad or scared do we get 
relief,” 

In view of the series of airliner accidents dur- 
ing the past 12 months, the lack of harmony be- 
tween the CAB and the CAA, the fact that they 
cannot make impartial investigations, the nature 
of the membership of the CAB, and the strong 
support for the return of the Air Safety Board, 
it is apparent that such action is highly desir- 
able at the regular session of Congress in 
January. 
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Scoundrel in Uniform 

At last a good piece of news has come out 
about money-grabber Bennett E. Meyers, retired 
Major General, who used his high position as 
Alr Force deputy procurement chief to enrich 
himself. The Department of Justice will ask 
for Meyers’ indictment on income tax violations. 
Attorney General Tom Clark says the Govern- 
ment will start prosecution proceedings as soon 
as the subcommittee is through with him. 

So’ far as the American people are con- 
cerned, prosecution cannot begin a minute too 
soon, They have been both humiliated and fired 
to anger by the disclosures of Meyers’ many 
inside deals on wartime contracts, The parade of 
witnesses shows that he did not stop at behind- 
the-scenes stock operations and orders to com- 
panies in which he was financially interested. 
He set up dummy officers with phony salary 
accounts so he could rake in big sums. He tried 
just about every slick angle that occurred to 
his greedy brain. 

The Federal Government should hit Meyers 
with everything the law allows. Income tax 
prosecution should be only the start of it. 
While the Department of Justice is searching to 
see what else it may hold this bird to account 
for, the War Department should be combing its 
regulations concerning ways to punish this re- 
tired officer. 

Although only 52, Meyers retired Aug. 31, 
1945. The cause was physical disability. This 
fact, taken with the passage of more than two 
years, may make it impossible to recall him to 
active service for court-martial proceedings. It 
is hard to believe, however, that the Army can- 
not bring Meyers to book if it sets out to do 
so. He draws retirement pay to the extent of 
$550 a month. There certainly must be condi- 
tions under which a pension can be stopped. 

If the testimony given to the Senate War In- 
vestigation subcommittee stands up—and the 
witnesses who have told of loans to Meyers in 
exchange for war contracts and the income 
setups refuse to be shaken—then Bennett E. 
Meyers was a saboteur of the American war 
effort. At a time when young Americans were 
dying for their country, this scoundrel was 
filling his purse, his bank account and his lock- 
box because of official knowledge. 

When a group of Purple Heart veterans went 
to the Meyers hearings, one of them spoke words 
that would have done for millions of veterans. 
“We heard lots of gossip about civilian war 
profiteers,” said T-Sgt. Herman Oretsky, who 
was injured in the Battle of the Bulge, “hut 
_ someone in the Army—you didn’t expect that.” 

Bennett Meyers was a long way from the Bat- 
tle of the Bulge, but he was right up front in 
the thrust for the bulging bankroll. 
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A Rent Board’s Sound Stand 


When Gov. Green appointed the East Side 
area rent advisory board for Madison, St. Clair 
and Monroe counties, we pointed out that its 
five members all were either real estate men 
or engaged in business related to real estate. 
The danger was that the board would reflect 
a “real estate” view of rent control. 

The board, whose chairman is Mayor Oscar 
Schmidt of Edwardsville, has now made its first 
important recommendation to the St. Louis area 
rent office. It calls for the continuation of rent 
controls, with no change in rent levels at this 
time. Giving as its reason the fact that “an 
acute housing shortage continues to exist,” the 
board says that individual hardship cases can be 
taken by landlords to the rent office for adjust- 
ment. 

The East Side board has taken precisely the 
right view of its job as well as the situation. It 
deserves the commendation of the three coun- 
ties which it serves. 
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Typhus Could Come 


Dr? Nicholas D. Duffett, bacteriologist for the 
City Health Division, did not say that signifi- 
cant evidence of endemic typhus infection has 
been found in the rats of St. Louis. But he 
did say two things about possible typhus infec- 
tion worth more than passing notice. He said 
first that insects which carry typhus, such as 
the oriental rat flea, the European rat flea and 
cértain kinds of lice and mites, have been dis- 
covered on St. Louis rats. Second, he said the 
fact that typhus infection was not noted “does 
not give them a clear bill of health by any 
means.” 

All that it would take to turn St. Louis rats 
into typhus carriers would be for some infected 
rats to come in from the outside by train, truck, 
boat or any other form of transportation. The 
typhus infection would spread to the carrier 
insects on St, Louis rats. From them, says the 
city’s bacteriologist, it could easily pass to 
human beings. 

The remedy is war on rats—all-out war. They 
should be eliminated, typhus carriers or no 
typhus carriers. If our rats and the insects which 
infest them hold out the threat of bringing 
typhus to St. Louis, there is another reason with 

strong persuasion to get rid of them. Six cases 
of this dread disease in St. Louis in 10 years 
is six cases too many. 
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Russia’s Siberian Air Base 


What does Soviet Russia have in Siberia in the 
way of air establishments? That is a question 
many Americans would like to have answered. 
Speaking in Peoria, Col. Roscoe Taylor,*pioneer 
aviator, told an audience of veterans that the 
Russians have the world’s largest air field at 
the eastern end of their European-Asiatic em- 
pire. This field, so the Associated Press quotes 
the Colonel as saying, is just “four minutes from 
Alaska.” From it, he said, the Reds could 
launch 1000 bombers and 1000 troop carriers, 
each with 300 fully-equipped troops. 

‘If this is a fact, why is it not told officially by 
responsible authorities in Washington? Such 
information would speed up the defense program 
not only for Alaska, but for the whole country. 
The pre-Pearl Harbor experience should have 
taught Washington that nothing is gained and 
much is lost by failure to take the people into 
the confidence to which they are entitled.

When Dalton left British Cabinet, replacement with Cripps was 
hailed as shift to right; yet Dalton had Cripps expelled for leftist 
tendencies not 10 years ago; reporter concludes that simple political 
labels cannot describe

The resignation of Hugh Dalton as 
Britain’s Chancellor of the Exchequer and 
the naming of Sir Stafford Cripps as his 
successor has its amusing sidelights. If 
Sir Stafford were not a religious man, he 
could not help rejoicing over the defeat 
of one of his oldest enemies, especially 
since London’s Conservative newspapers 
have welcomed the change as a shift to 
the Right. For it was Dalton who, 
less than a decade 
ago, ousted Cripps 
from the party ‘ be- 
cause of his leftist 
tendencies. 


Neither is the pro- 
totype of the prole- 
tarian Labor leader, 
They are upper-class 
renegades. Dalton 
was the son of Canon 
Dalton, Domestic 
Chaplain to the king. 
When he was a child, 
playing around in the 
Royal Palace, he used a) 
to call himself ee. , 
“Queen Victoria’s lit- Sir Stafford Cripps 
tle darling.” He was educated at Eton, 
started his career as a professor of eco- 
nomics and joined the Labor party after 
the first World War. 


A Smasher of Radicals 


He always belonged to the right wing 
and had a reputation as the foremost 
smasher of all radical movements in the 
party during the 1930s. As an old friend 
of Ernest Bevin, Herbert Morrison and 
Clement Attlee, he did not expect that his 
long and distinguished career would come 
to a sudden end because of a bit of loose 
talk to a journalist friend. In submitting 
his resignation, he wrote: “if you accept 
it,” hinting at his desire to stay in office. 


But Prime Minister Attlee used the op- 
portunity to get rid of a man who during 
the last year had supported the Leftist 
forces in the Cabinet, especially Minister 
of Health Aneurin Bevan, War Secretary 
Emanuel Shinwell and Food Minister John 
Strachey—all of whom formerly were close- 
ly aligned with Cripps. 


Cripps is the scion of an old Conservative 
family, the ninth member to be elected to 
the House of Commons. His father had 
been a Conservative member since 1895. 
Stafford entered political life at the age of 
19, avowedly without any interest in poli- 


tics. But Stafford wanted his father to 
win, He therefore started his career by 
campaigning for: the Conservatives. 


When war was declared in 1914, the 
young man, who had already established 
a reputation as an ecclesiastical lawyer, 
became a soldier, He got an intestinal dis- 
ease which has plagued him throughout 
life, It was not a matter of conviction but 
on the advice of his doctors that his diet 
consists merely of fresh fruit, raw vege- 
tables, cheese and bread. This brought him 
the nickname of “Christ and Carrots.” It 
also explains his ascetic character. A man 
who has the moral strength to follow such 
medical advice for decades must find it 
easy to demand “austerity” from his com- 
patriots, 


In Lap of Luxury 


There was no material reason for a man 


like Cripps to join the Labor party in 1927, © 


He was Britain's leading corporation law- 
yer, earning about $40,000 and saving much 
of it. He had been active in the church 
and could look forward to a peaceful ca- 
reer. 


‘But Cripps had made up his mind to 
fight for drastic social reforms in Britain. 
When Ramsay MacDonald tried to split 
the Labor party in 1929, he joined the left 
wing critics and soon became their ac- 
knowledged leader. His closest friends 
were Aneurin Bevan, Harold Laski and G. 
R. Strauss. These were the men who, in 
the later 1930s, campaigned for a united 
front’ with the Independent Labor party 
and with the Communists, and who some- 
what later advocated a Popular Front of 
all “anti-Fascist” forces, including the 
Liberal party, against Neville Chamber- 
lain’s appeasement policy. 


It was during that period that Dalton 


became Cripps’ sworn enemy. Dalton even. 


injected a personal note into the internal 
controversy by declaring that the Popular 
Front was a “rich man’s toy.” It was Dal- 
ton who asked the Labor party convention 
for Cripps’ expulsion in January, 1939, 


Cripps’ economic program is now praised 
by the Conservative press. But the records 
of Dalton and Cripps should prove to the 
impartial observer that the words “Left” 
and “Right” are inadequate to describe the 
inner struggle going on in the ‘British 
Labor party. It is quite possible that the 
roles of these two men, which were re-

INTERESTING DRAMA 


Local Premiere by Community 
Playhouse of Elmer Rice’s 
Expressionistic Fantasy. 


. By MYLES STANDISH 
Elmer Rice’s 24-year-old expres- 


sionistic drama, “The Adding Ma- 
chine,” had its first St. Louis 
showing at the Community Play- 
house last night, and proved quite 
interesting for both technique and 
content. 

Although the audience seemed 
determined to get as many laughs 
as possible out of it in parts where 
the heavy irony was objective 
rather than subjective, Rice’s play 
is a very bitter commehtary on the 
drabness, narrowness and mean- 
ness of mass existence, as seen 
through his Mr. Zero, a henpecked, 
sex-starved, underpaid mouse of a 
clerk who kills his boss in a mo- 
ment of panic when replaced by 
an adding machine after 25 years 
at one job. Executed for his crime, 
Zero in after-life finds himself in 
a surprisingly pleasant place, of- 
fered happiness in the love of a 
woman fellow-clerk who had com- 
mitted suicide to follow him in, 
death. Because his soul is too 
mean to accept this Nirvana, it is 
dispatched to a Heavenly laundry, 
to be washed and sent back to 
earth for yse in another white- 
collar slavé, operating a super 
adding machine in a super ma- 
chine age. 

Although the idea has tremen- 
dous possibilities, Mr. Rice turned 
out nothing very profound. The 
narrowness of his range, the 
monotone of his ideas, his insist- 
ence on the dullest of naturalism 
in his dialogue, and his complete 
lack of compassion for his char-

Resignation Is 


Refused, Coach

Dr. Eddie Anderson, glad that “we 
got. things straightened out,” is 
going to remain as head football 
coach at the University,of Iowa.

Killed 1260 Deer 
In 3-Day Season 


JEFFERSON CITY, Nov. 21 
(AP)—Missouri deer hunters shot 
at least 1260 legal bucks during 
the three-day season which ended 
Nov, 8.. | 


The State Conservation Commis- 
sion reported yesterday that many 
official deer tags had been re- 
ceived at headquarters here. "The | 
figure does not include the bucks | 
slain by farmers who could hunt 
on their own land without a spe- 
cial permit. Last year about 100 
deer were killed by farmers. 

A conservation official said he 
did not believe all the tags had 
been received but he could not es- 
timate how many more might still 
be sent in. 

Early in the season, reports in- 
dicated about 20 per cent of the 
deer killed were illegal—does or 
immature bucks, both of which 
are protected under conservation 
regulations. 

Meanwhile, unusual hunting 
tales continued to filter out of |N 
the 25 Ozark counties where deer 
hunting was legal this year. For’ 
instance,"this one that is supposed 
to have occurred south of Mans- 
field: 

Hunter No. 1 shot a legal buck, 
rushed up and tied his deer tag 
on the animal's antler and pre- 
pared to slash its throat.

Of Flat Feet

HERE are many preparations 

on the market for use as a 

routine throat gargle. Many 
are too strong or irritating, too 
weak, or too expensive. The main 
thing to be accomplished is to 
cleanse the throat by irrigation 
(flushing). For this purpose a so0- 
lution of one-half teaspoonful of 
salt in a large glassful of warm 
water is effective and safe. 


Question: “Can flat feet be 
corrected? What causes this?”

genital (meaning that a person is 


*born with poor arches) or acquired 


(caused by certain defects). The 
causes of the acquired type are 
many.

on the arch and flattens it. Gen- 
eral muscular weakness may be 
present, with the muscles of the 
arch involved, Over-use of the 
feet or long’ continued standing 
may flatten the arch. This cause 
is particularly noted in soldiers, 
policemen, waiters, laborers, and 
in other occupations where people 
are required to be on their feet 
long periods of time. Poor fitting 
shoes may cause this condition. 
Frequently certain defects may be 
a factor in producing flat feet, 
such as one leg being slightly 
longer than the other, knock- 
knees, and so forth, 

The treatment of flat feet varies 
in each case. Whenever possible 
any or all the above factors should 
be corrected. Weight should be

correct/fit, Correct walking habits 
are necessary; such as walking 
with the toes pointing directly for- 
ward, rising on the .iptoe and com- 
ing down on the outer side of the 
foot. Differences in length of the 
legs should be corrected by build- 
ing up either shoe sole as neces- 
sary. Over-use and prolonged 
standing should be avoided. 
Strapping the arch will give 


The use of care- 
fully fitted arches adds to this re- 
lief. A valuable and effective treat- 
ment is the careful building up of 
shoes to lift the arch and facili- 
tate better walking habits.

Kansas Farmer Is Sending More Than $20,000 W orth of 
Grain to Europe by Way of ‘Breadbasket Special’ 
‘Better to Give Our Wheat Than Our Boys and Girls’

Take David C. White of Kings- 
down, Kan. He gave five full 
carloads, enough, according to ex- 
pert estimates, to bake more thah 
500,000 loaves of bread, Appropri- 
ately, his cars will be hooked on 
to the Southwest's “Breadbasket 
Special,” a separate section of the 
Friendship Train leavi eee to- 
day. More than 100 food-filled 
cars were assured a week before 
time for the train’s departure. 

David White is probably not a 
wealthy man. Like every other 
farmer in his section—20 miles 
south of Dodge City—he piled a 
bin-breaking bumper crop into his 
barns this past summer. Most of 
the grain he still holds. But many 
of his neighbors own more acres 
What is more, lack of rains have 
left his lands barren and made 
next year’s outlook bad. 

Certainly he is a modest man. 
His isolated farm home is com- 
fortable enough but it needs a 
coat of paint and the porch could 
stand repair. He drives a vener- 
able sedan. Ask him how much 
land he owns and he'll drawl: 
“Oh, quite a bit.” 

Moreover, this upright farmer 
with a full shock of white hair 
is a practical fellow. He con- 
cedes without hesitation that most 
of his 1947 crop is still in the 
barn to help keep his income tax 

down. As for the political weight 
of his food gift he says; “You 
know, if we want to avoid another 
war, we'd better give our wheat.

White is a politician—but hardly 
one of the baby-kissing publicity- 
seeking kind. He has run repeat-

It is no accident, then, that 
White gave his first 4000 bushels 
of wheat this year through the 
Kansas Council of Churches which 
has been conducting its first state- 
wide, concentrated wheat-for-re- 
lief drive for some time with re- 
sults lagging woefully behind the 
ambitious goal set at’ 1,000,000 
bushels—one-third of one per cent 
of the Kansas '47 crop. 

“It just made us feel so good,” 
he said matter-of-factly, that when 
he heard of the Southwest’s own 
Friendship Train carrying the 
gift-bearing cars across the land 
“we gave another 3226 bushels 
through the Mennonite brethren.” 

“IT think Mennonites are called 
brethren,” he added. He himself 
is an Episcopalian. 

“And maybe we'll give some 
more,” says the man whose gifts 
already total more than $20.0 at 
today’s market prices, “I'll have to 
talk to my wife about it.” 


* * . 
LTHOUGH White and the pro- 
ject’s sponsors are well aware 
that the Friendship Train 

ranks a good many notches lower 
than even “stop-gap” aid in these 
days of billion-dollar needs, the 
number of individuals who con- 
tributed, the manner in which the 
train, like Topsy, “just growed,” 
and the very way it was conceived, 
do give some insight into how this 
section of the country feels about 
Europe’s hungry 

First suggested by Columnist 
Drew Pearson, the idea was taken 
up regionally by Richard M. Long, 
managing editor of the Wichita 
Evening Hagle. He and Sam P. 
Wallingford, prominent local grain 
man who headed the rive of the 
church council, became co-chair- 
men of the campaign. David 
White, his néighbors throughout 
Kansas, Oklahoma, Texas, and, to 

a lesser degree other midwestern 
and southwestern states, did the 
rest. 

There was virtually no profes- 
sional organization behind the 
drive at any time—except for the 
railroads, which furnished free 
boxcars, free transport and free 
technical aid. The Santa Fe 
agree to supply up to 120 cars 
and take them to Chicago. 

Wichita was selected as the 
train’s assembly point. From 
here it will move via Kansas 
City to Chicago and eastward to 
Philadelphia, 

Not only are the railroads do- 
ing the job without charge, but 
in many sections labor is do- 
nating its work, In Kansas sev- 
eral railroad brotherhoods have 
volunteered to conduct the train 
on their own time.

Cookies with that good homemade 
look, th ugh not perfect in shape 
and uniformity, are the most want- 
ed ones at holiday time. They 
bring back pleasant memories of 
childhood, youthful associations 
and vigorous appetites. And reliv- 
ing some of those experiences for 
just a few moments is good for 
the soul, This influence may have 
had something to do with the per- 
petuation of certain types of 
cookies made only at this time of 
year. The kinds may vary among 
the different naticnalities. Most 
all of them actually improve with 
age and they are a great labor 
saving trick for busy, hospitable 
homemakers.
